HONGKONG LITERARY SOCIETY. 
, LECTURE .ON “AKT. | 

Attho usual fortnightly meeting of the 
Hongkong Literary Society last night, Dr. 
Cantlio presiding,.a. lecture, under tho title 
of ‘Att; its principles avd practice,” was 
delivered by Mr'D. E. Oaldwoll. 

Mr Caldwell bogan .by explaining that 
the adoption of tho - above eubject’ for 
his lecturo was duo to the suggestions of 
frionds who thought. tho experionco he 
had acquired ia his own devotion to art 
might enable him to say something of. 
rintorest and use to’ the Society; -but 
when he came to consider the wide ficld 
which the lecture would havo ‘to cover 
ho tas alarmed not o Jitild at his own 
temerity, After giving several defenitions. 
of “Art? he said it would be seon that 


oft 


was art, while that which came from the 
Creator was uatore., Tho lecturer claimed 
for art a wido and far-reaching influence on 
tho progress of humanity. In reply to tho 
question ‘whence comes it?” he said ho. be- 
lioved the love of the beautiful was natural 
to man, and-traced evidences of this-in the 
tude efforts at porsonal adornment, ‘the use 
of colours and ‘the carving of wespons of 
war ond the chase which woro.found even 
among savages, What was the use of art? 
the utilitarian asked, ‘in reply to which 
qneation the lecturer quoted Goctho, 
Schlegel and others.. The mission of art 
was surely a high ono, -ho: remarked, if it 
was to check what was brutal in human 
nature, and-to give-us the aveotheas and 
light which formed the essence of the 
purest teaching man liad ever known, (Ap- 
plause). ‘Procteding to doal with the 
question o8 to, whero truo beauty lies, the 
lectitrer showed how a true appreciation of 
beautiful objects depended on the educa- 
tidm of tho oye, which must precede that 
education of the hand necessary to ‘the 
artist. The education of the eye con- 
stituted the chief difference between bar- 
boric art and the: art of civilization, and 
enabled one+to distinguish hotween a 
daub. on canvas and ‘a great work of. art. 
Yet few peoplo recognized the importance 
of edueating the eyo; fow oven among 
those who professed’ to give instruction in 
art, Speuking from his:own experience, for 
nine years as boy and youth he learned in 
Eagland to draw in pencil and crayons ; 
two of his masters were mon of somo dis- 
tinction, aud both by a, peculiar coincid- 
enco had been selected by tho Queen to 
illustrate her works, but their teaching was’ 
only such as produced mechanical dex- 
terity, there was no: ‘atiempt to show. 
wherein beauty lay. Tho fact was thatfew 
great artists in England would accort pupils. 
In Frauce it was different, and hence the 
great influence of the French School on 
modern English ‘art. Most people were 
content to admire or ready to condemn’ 
a picture without troubling ‘themselves 
about any reason except that the work 
citber pleased or displensed them. Even 
with the photographs of’ their friénda they 
would admire some and: not-others, apart 
from vany feeling. with rogard to the per- 
sons photographed; and if they were 
to try to discovar why ono’ pleased 
them more than another they would find 
it was due to.some grace of line or balance 
of light and: shade ‘or something else 
that could bo explained by some rule of 
art. ‘They all knew the s-ng de beouf pot- 
tery, and that if they got a yood pieoe they 
found pleasure in its contemplation ; but 
did they know why it affurdéd them plea- 
sure? -If-he were asked the question ho 
would reply that it was because ‘of its 
broken colour, and broken: colours’ were 
the moat harmoniour, It was due precisely. 
to tho rocognition of that rule that colours 
do dreas.had changed aq very much of late. 
‘Whero were thase marvellous greens, those 
extraordinary reds and those brilliant blues 
of twouty ycars ago? They had given way 
to old gold, crushed” strawborry, torra- 
cotta and eo ou.
